There were 
so many prisoners a row of chairs had to 
be set up for some because the dock was 
full. The grand jury, which normally sits 
in the jury box, had to stand while deliver¬ 
ing three indictments. 

Multiple cases were set for sentencing 
on May 18. They are listed here. 

Christopher W. Thacker, 1982, pled 
guilty to complicity to assault in the sec¬ 
ond degree and first-degree trafficking in 
a controlled substance. The Common¬ 
wealth is recommending five years on 
each, concurrent with each other. 

Travis Phillips, 1985, pled guilty to 
first-degree possession of a controlled 
substance. The Commonwealth is recom¬ 
mending 18 months 

Levi C. Ross, 1988, pled guilty to 
complicity to theft by unlawful taking. 
He admitted to taking electric motors 
that were the property of Bretagne LLC. 
The Commonwealth is recommending 
two years. 

Josh Little, 1992, pled guilty to com¬ 
plicity to assault in the second degree. 
The Commonwealth is recommending 
five years. Through his attorney, Little 
asked to be released until sentencing, but 
Lee Circuit Judge Tom Jones denied the 
motion. 

Bridget Turner (no year given) pled 
guilty to two counts of first-degree traf¬ 
ficking in a controlled substance and 
one count of complicity to first-degree 
trafficking in a controlled substance. The 
Commonwealth recommends three years 
in each case with them running concur¬ 
rent with each other. 

A probation revocation hearing for 
James Kidd, 1977, is set for May 18. 
He had been ordered to stay out of Ken¬ 
tucky. 

Johsua Angel, 1988, has a diversion 
revocation set for that date. 

Larry Quarries, 1981, entered an Al¬ 
ford Plea of guilt to complicity to theft by 
unlawful taking. The Commonwealth is 
recommending two years. Sentencing is 
to be June 15. 

Wally Bowman, 1973, had entered a 
guilty plea to first-degree trafficking in a 
controlled substance, and was sentenced

to two years. It is to run consecutively 
with five years he must serve on an Ow¬ 
sley County case. 

Carol Jones, 1967, was sentenced 
to three years. She had pled guilty to 
first-degree trafficking in a controlled 
substance. 

Randall Banks, 1982, was sentenced to 
one year. The charges had been identity 
theft, operating on a suspended/re voiced 
operator’s license, giving false name to 
officer, and no insurance. 

Tryle Tutt, 1976, had pled guilty to 
first-degree trafficking in a controlled 
substance. He was sentenced to four 
years. 

Berneace Herald, 1956, pled guilty to 
flagrant non-support, She was sentenced 
to three years, diverted. She must pay 
$4,831 in arrearage. 

Dennis Flinchum, 1952, was sentenced 
to five years diverted for two years. He 
had pled guilty to first-degree trafficking 
in a controlled substance. 

Rosemary Noble, 1976, pled guilty 
to first-degree trafficking in a controlled 
substance. She was sentenced to three 
years diverted for two years. 

William Ingram, 1983, pled guilty to 
flagrant non-support. 

Jones denied a motion for shock proba¬ 
tion for Joann Charles, 1962. 

After some discussion with her at¬ 
torney, which included a recap of her ap¬ 
pearances in court, Jones said, “I’m doing 
this for her disrespect for the court and its 
orders. I don’t think she will comply with 
an order. I don’t think she will comply 
with shock probation.” 

Jones also denied a shock probation 
request for Melissa Campbell, 1968. 

The case against Cassandra Arnold 
(no year given) was dismissed after suc¬ 
cessful completion of diversion. She may 
apply to have the charges expunged. 

Manuel Reed, 1960, had his diver¬ 
sion partially revoked. He suffers from 
dementia, and the court gave credit for 
time served. 

A bench warrant was issued for Sharon 
Lowe (no year given). She owes court 
costs. 

Clara Pelfrey, 1955, was remanded to 
custody after a positive drug test. 



Lucas, two others indicted 


The Lee County Grand Jury has re¬ 
turned indictments against three people, 
including Beattyville businessman Jonah 
R. Lucas, for alleged assault in the second 
degree. 

According to the indictment, Lucas, 
32, caused “serious physical injury or 
permanent disfigurement” to his wife 
Alyshia. 

The police report says that Lucas’ wife 
arrived at the Beattyville Police Depart¬ 
ment, with hair having been pulled out 
down to the scalp. She also had visible 
scrapes and bruises. 

When officers went to the residence 
they found Lucas there, and he said he 
had been drinking. 


Police said the front door was barely 
hanging, and the living room had been 
tom apart. 

Lucas had initially been charged with 
assault in the fourth degree. 

Harley Tipton, 23, was indicted on a 
charge of receiving stolen property under 
$ 10 , 000 . 

He is alleged to have stolen a Stihl 
cut-off saw from Congleton Brothers, and 
sold it to Top Dollar Pawn. 

Matthew R. Hager, 25, is charged with 
assault in the second degree for allegedly 
mnning over the foot of his grandfather, 
John C. Griffin, causing a broken ankle, 
which required surgery. 


Lee families 
could be 
helped by tax 
credit 



]\1 any Lee County families would benefit from a state earned income tax credit, 
according to the Kentucky Youth Advocates (KYA). 

In its issue brief, A State Earned Income Tax Credit Would Help Kentucky Families 
and Local Economies, KYA examines the federal credit’s record of lifting children 
and families out of poverty, and shows the benefits a state credit would provide. 

In tax year 2008, 34 percent of Lee County tax filers claimed the federal credit. 
If a state credit existed, using that 34 percent, those filers would have received an 
additional $248,184. 

KYA wants the Kentucky General Assembly to take up the issue of a state earned 
income tax credit when it meets next year. 

According to a press release concerning the brief, KYA says: 

- An EITC return does more than help families make ends meet. Research shows 
that children do better in school when their families bring in more money. When a 
child’s standing in school improves, the chances that they will earn more as adults 
increases - a long-term benefit for us all. 

“- Many workers save a portion of their EITC for education. Whether that means 
a parent pursues additional education for themselves, or they can send their children 
to college, Kentucky businesses and economy benefit from having a more educated 
and skilled workforce. 

- State and federal EITCs can also generate local economic activity. Research 
indicates that every $1 of EITC refund for taxpayers generates local economic ac¬ 
tivity worth $1.07 in Nashville; $1.40 in Fresno; $1.58 in San Antonia; and $1.67 
in Michigan. 

- The state EITC is a relatively inexpensive way of helping children, families and 
local economies in Kentucky. An EITC calculated at 15 percent of the federal EITC 
would cost Kentucky an estimated $ 114 million and would provide an average credit 
of $300 to qualified families. This is just a little over one percent of budgeted 2013 
spending. Because adding a state EITC only requires a few additional lines on the 
state tax forms, it has very low administrative costs.” 

“April 15, 2014, can be a moment when hard-working families and local busi¬ 
nesses both win - if, and only if political leaders in Frankfort come together and 
make passage of a refundable state-level EITC a bipartisan priority in 2013,” said 
KYS Executive Director Terry Brooks. 

Some area counties, and the percent of tax filers who claimed the federal tax credit 
in 2008 are shown below in the chart. The chart also shows the amount of income 
per county that could be generated at 15 percent of the federal EITC.

Report

Five days into a special ses¬ 
sion called by the governor to 
pass a two-year transportation 
budget and a prescription-drug 
monitoring bill, the Kentucky 
General Assembly approved 
both pieces of legislation and 
shipped them down to the first 
floor of the State Capitol to be 
signed into law. 

House members were, for 
the most part, intent on moving 
the $4.5 billion Transportation 
Cabinet budget in House Bill 2 
and legislation cracking down 
on so-called prescription “pill 
mills” in HB 1 to the Senate 
without delay. After all, the 
House had already agreed on 
similar legislation during the 
regular session that had just 
concluded—but those bills 
weren’t given final approval 
in the Senate. 

The unwanted, but neces¬ 
sary, short special session 
cleared up any disagreements 
about the legislation, allow¬ 
ing them to be passed by both 
chambers and sent to the gov¬ 
ernor for his signature. 

HB 2, which included the 
same Transportation budget 
language found in the earlier 
HB 266, sailed through the 
House on a 96-2 vote and 
later received final passage 
in the Senate by a vote of 37- 
1. At least one high-ranking 
lawmaker called the bill “the 
reason” that the special session 
was called, since it would pro¬ 
vide the funding for a required 
two-year state Road Plan that 
was passed in the regular ses¬ 
sion and signed into law by the 
governor on Wednesday. 

The other issue on the spe¬ 
cial session agenda—curbing 
the state’s growing problem 
with prescription pain killers 
by cracking down on fly-by- 
night pain clinics known as 
pill mills—became known as 
the “pill mill bill,” or HB 4 in 
the regular session. It became 
known as HB 1 in special ses¬ 
sion, although the House ini¬ 
tially passed the bill in a form 
that was different from what 
had been agreed to by both 
chambers during the regular 
session. 

“Different”, in this case, was 
not better in the minds of many 
lawmakers in the Senate, and 
in the House. 

Changes in HB 1 that caused 
the most disagreement were, 
apparently, centered around 
language that would have 
moved control of the state’s 
prescription drug monitoring 
system, called KASPER, to the 
Attorney General’s Office and 
allowed the office to charge 
licensed health care providers 


a maximum $50 annual fee to 
maintain the system. 

Supporters of the changes 
said that, while no one wants 
to add a fee, the Attorney Gen¬ 
eral needs that flexibility for 
maintenance of the KASPER 
system, which all licensed 
providers will be required to 
use under HB 1. They also say 
the responsibility for tracking 
prescribing abuses needs to be 
in the hands of the state’s chief 
law enforcement officer—the 
Attorney General—and not the 
Cabinet for Health and Fam¬ 
ily Services which currently 
oversees the system. 

But those dissenting law¬ 
makers in both chambers 
questioned giving the Attorney 
General so much power over 
medical records, among other 
concerns. That, and other mat¬ 
ters, led to more vetting of 
HB 1 in committee meetings 
throughout the day on Friday. 

By early evening, the Sen¬ 
ate and House had approved 
an amended version of HB 1 
that left oversight of KASPER 
with the Cabinet and includes 
no allowable provider fee, 
but will require licensed pro¬ 
viders across the state to use 
KASPER when prescribing 
or dispensing pain killers for 
patients—a requirement that 
members of both chambers 
had called the crux of the pill 
mill issue from the begin¬ 
ning. 

When we lawmakers left 
Frankfort on April 12 at the 
close of the regular session, we 
all knew a special session was 
inevitable even if unwanted. 
Now, we are confident in the 
work we accomplished this 
week in the quickest time 
possible to pass legislation in 
special session: Five days. 

No, the legislative pro¬ 
cess does not always unfold 
neatly. But, with a little hard 
work and compromise on both 
sides, we can conclude the 
Commonwealth’s business in 
a manner that is both timely 
and judicious.

Gov. Beshear Warns Pre¬ 
scription Pill Mills: 'Get Out 
of This State, Because We’re 
Coming After You’ 

Governor signs landmark bill 
to battle prescription drug 
abuse 

Calling it “a critical bill 
for the health and safety of 
Kentuckians,” Governor Steve 
Beshear today signed House 
Bill 1 - robust legislation 
designed to reduce the de¬ 
structive impact of prescrip¬ 
tion drug abuse on Kentucky 
families. 

“This bill is a huge ac¬ 
complishment that will save 
Kentuckians’ lives as we battle 
the scourge of prescription 
drug abuse, and I applaud the 
legislature for their bipartisan 
cooperation in passing this 
legislation,” Gov. Beshear 
said. “We know the terrify¬ 
ing statistics about how many 
Kentuckians are affected by 
prescription drug abuse, but 
even more unsettling, many 
of us know someone person¬ 
ally who is battling prescrip¬ 
tion addiction. House Bill 
1 couldn’t get to my desk 
quickly enough.” 

House Bill 1 (HB 1), spon¬ 
sored by House Speaker Greg 
Stumbo, passed in a special 
session that ended April 20 and 
includes a broad spectrum of 
aggressive measures needed to 
fight the problem of prescrip¬ 
tion drug abuse. The measure 
expands KASPER, the state’s 
prescription monitoring sys¬ 
tem, by requiring all prescrip¬ 
tion providers to register. It 
requires pain management 
clinics to be owned by a li¬ 
censed medical practitioner, 
and requires medical licensure 
boards to investigate prescrib¬ 
ing complaints immediately. 
The legislation allows better 
coordination between health 
regulators and law enforce¬ 
ment to address problems of 
abuse. Finally, elements of 
HB 1 will help prevent Ken¬ 
tucky from becoming a source 
state for prescription pills. 

“While we can never rest on 
our laurels, House Bill 1 repre¬ 
sents a major step forward in 
the ongoing battle to put the 
brakes on prescription drug 
abuse within our borders,” 
Rep. Stumbo said. “Now it’s 
up to the medical community 
and law enforcement to put 
this new tool to its best use. 
My hope is that, a year from 


now, we will see that this legis¬ 
lation has truly saved lives and 
turned many others around.” 

Gov. Beshear was joined 
by Speaker Stumbo, Attorney 
General Jack Conway, Major¬ 
ity Leader Sen. Robert Sti¬ 
vers, Sen. Tom Jensen, House 
Judiciary Chair John Tilley 
and Tommy Loving of the 
Kentucky Narcotics Officers 
Association, as well as sev¬ 
eral advocacy groups and law 
enforcement organizations, for 
the bill signing. 

“This legislation makes im¬ 
portant strides in our efforts to 
combat prescription painkiller 
abuse. It helps keep entre¬ 
preneurs out of the pill mill 
business and requires doctors, 
with reasonable exceptions, 
to use the KASPER system,” 
said Attorney General Con¬ 
way. “I have made combating 
prescription drug abuse a top 
priority since my first days as 
Attorney General, and I will 
work with the Beshear Admin¬ 
istration and the legislature to 
ensure the law is implemented 
effectively and efficiently. I 
encourage those who are fear¬ 
ful of increased oversight to 
end the hyperbole and begin 
a constructive process with 
the legislature and Executive 
Branch to implement this bill. 
Too many people have died. 
Too many people have lost 
loved ones. Too many families 
have been shattered.” 

“Earlier this year, I pledged 
to do everything I could to 
help keep another family from 
having to bury a loved one 
who died from prescription 
drug abuse,” said Sen. Stivers. 
“The passage of House Bill 1 
last week is a step in the right 
direction. It makes sure that 
people in pain can get the 
treatment they need and it 
provides oversight for doctors 
that overprescribe. House Bill 
1 will help to begin the heal¬ 
ing for the families that have 
needlessly been torn apart by 
this terrible epidemic.” 

“The Kentucky Narcotic 
Officers’Association applauds 
Governor Beshear and the 
General Assembly for their ef¬ 
forts to address the prescription 
drug epidemic in Kentucky,” 
said Loving, the association’s 
executive director. “House 
Bill 1 will give law enforce¬ 
ment additional tools to use, 
which should result in lives 
saved in Kentucky.”

New motorcycle 
operator’s license 
test to begin May 1 

The Kentucky State Police 
Driver Testing Branch will 
begin using a new rider skills 
test for motorcycle operator’s 
license applicants on May 1. 
Developed by the Motorcycle 
Safety Foundation (MSF), the 
new test is designed to better 
determine if operators possess 
sufficient safety skills for riding 
motorcycles in traffic. 

The new test expands Ken¬ 
tucky’s current motorcycle skill 
test from two to four exercises, 
which must be completed on a 
closed course and evaluated by 
a KSP driver’s license examiner. 
The exercises include: left turn/ 
normal stop; cone weave/right 
turn from a stop; quick stop and 
obstacle swerve. The changes 
apply to both two-wheel and 
three-wheel motorcycles tests. 
Updates regarding the new 
test have been made to the 
Kentucky Driver’s Manual, 
which is available online at 
kentuckystatepolice.org under 
the Driver Testing Branch link. 
A video about the new test will 
be available atYouTube.com in 
the near future. 

KSP will offer a free, three- 
hour, classroom-based, motor¬ 
cycle safety seminar taught by 
a certified MSF RiderCoach on 
May 17 from 6 p.m. to 9 p.m.
